Mattapoisett Rail Trail 

Riders and Walkers Unite

On Friday, April 17, 2009 at 3:15 pm, the inau- 
guration of the "Old Colony Mile'' of the Mattapoisett 
Rail Trail began. The trail is part of a tri-town project to 
expand the current bike path to connect with Fairhaven's 
3.5 mile bike path and eventually continue through Mat- 
tapoisett, Marion and Wareham. 

State Rep. Bill Straus has been involved in this 
project since 1993. Mr. Straus described the next phase for 
the bike trail, which will be to build it around the edge of 
the YMCA camp and through the center of town. He says 
that the goal is to have the bike trail run from the edge of 
Fairhaven to Cape Cod. Mr. Straus hopes that this will be 
a healthy transportation alternative for community mem- 
bers. How would he describe the bike path? He replied, 
'It's a long, narrow park." 

Steve Kelleher, Chairman of the Bike Path Com- 
mittee, after commenting on the perfect day, expressed 
his joy at the momentum this project finally has going for 
it. He described the years and years, twelve to be precise, 
of hard work and meetings which have led up to all of the

progress that's being made now. 

Mr. Kelleher never lost sight of the goal, even 
when the initial funds for the project were nowhere near 
enough. He said, "It took about eight years to get grant 
moneys to match up with our design." According to 
their brochure, "1.9 Million in federal construction funds 
is allocated and scheduled for 2011. This money will be 
lost unless we can pay for the first stage of design in 2009 
($25,000, Community Preservation Grant) and have mon- 
ey available (up to $65,000 of Town and Friends' money) 
in 2010 to complete the design." A friendly little reminder 
is given as well "that Mattapoisett residents will pay less 
than 10% of the costs." 

The speeches at the end of the trail were begun by 
Bonne DeSousa, president of the Mattapoisett Rail Trail, 
followed by Steve Kelleher, and lastly Bill Straus. Many 
thanks and acknowledgments for participation and sup- 
port were received by a very responsive crowd. 

Mr. Straus reminded us of how easy it could 
have been not to have had this happen. He spoke about 
the public's engagement with the project and gave a big 
thank you to the people who went to town meetings 
where a single vote of "no" could have ended the project. 

This section of the new bike trail, the " Old Colo- 
ny Mile," will be dedicated to Mattapoisett's public safety 
professionals. The police officers, fire officials and veter- 
ans present for this ceremony were then acknowledged. 

The plan is to dedicate the four miles to four

Sailing Program Launch Party

The Third Annual Launch Party for the William 
E. Mee Youth Sailing Program will take place at the Reser- 
vation Golf Club in Mattapoisett from 6:00 to 10:00 pm on 
Saturday, April 25. 

"Billy (William) was the unofficial 'Mayor of the 
Wharf/'' said Mattapoisett Harbor Master Steve Mach 
in a lighthearted fashion. "We thought of the idea for a 
youth sailing program a while before Billy's unfortunate 
passing. We thought it was really appropriate to name the 
program after him. He really liked the idea of getting kids 
on the water; he loved kids. He knew everyone on the 
water all over this area." 

The program consists of three sessions: June 
29 through July 10, July 13 through July 24 and July 27 
through August 7. A summer gala is scheduled for Au- 
gust 1. Children ages 6 through 14 are eligible to take part 
in the program and scholarships will be offered. Last year, 
over 70 children entered the program. A smaller adult 
program was offered last year and six adults took part in 
the piloting program. 

According to Mach, the most important parts of 
the lessons are teaching kids how to sail, the points of sail- 
ing and how to tie knots. Last year, boats were borrowed 
and some were even donated to the program. Boats are 
available to charter through the program as well. 

"A lot of people suggested that a plaque be put 
up at the Mattapoisett Town Wharf or a bench be dedicat- 
ed to him, but Billy was too dynamic for that. We wanted 
to do something bigger and more meaningful to remem- 
ber him," said Mach. 

Tickets for the Launch Party, which is also a 
fundraiser for the program, are $50 per ticket and tickets 
are limited. Music will be played by Kenny Richards, hors 
d'oeuvres will be served and a cash bar will be available.

Show with the Earth Day Celebration. The students 
learned about different artists and their different tech- 
niques to producing art. To learn and emulate Michel- 
angelo painting the Sistine Chapel while on his back, 
students lay on their backs beneath their desks with paper 
taped to the bottom of the desk and drew. They also cre- 
ated hats out of recycled materials. 

Kindergarteners erected clotheslines in a corner of 
the gymnasium where they displayed the reusable cloth 
bags that they had decorated with art and lettering about 
the three R's (reduce, reuse and recycle.) 

First Graders collected over 60 pounds of litter 
on the Center School grounds. A video was shown that 
displayed what was accomplished. 

The Second Graders ventured out to the New 
Bedford Water Treatment Plant to learn how clean water 
is processed. Charts and graphs covered the walls of their 
corner stating how the Earth is 97% salt water and how 
waste water treatment plants work. 

The Third Grade Chorus performed songs about 
the environment and made acrostic poems about the 
three R's. They also made posters about "going green" 
and Earth Day, and wrote essays about asking their fami- 
lies on what they do to help the environment. 

"Each grade, from Project Grow to the Third 
Grade, took a different way of looking at how we can 
help the Earth and they each chose a different topic on 
how to do it," said Center School Principal Rose Bowman. 
"It's been a school-wide effort; from the art to the music, 
and each class read books on the environment. It's been 
a great night, with everyone working together towards 
a common goal. I will look forward to this event every 
year." 

Many students, parents and teachers were seen 
holding "newborn trees." Charlie Duponte, of Duponte 
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Landscape and Design, handed out 250 small River Birch 
trees with instructions of the care each will need and how 
to plant it. The Mattapoisett Land Trust, also located in 
the cafeteria, handed out 280 small Douglas Fir trees with 
soil that were wrapped in recycled newspaper. Jenny 
Mello, from the Land Trust, said that the best thing about 
giving kids the trees to plant is: 'This will encourage them 
to go outside and experience nature.'' 

Also in the cafeteria were the How on Earth store 
and the Mattapoisett Sustainability Club. In keeping with 
the theme, the ORR High School AFS club had a booth 
selling gourmet scented pencils made from recycled 
newspaper.

Chairman McCarthy opened the meeting with 
brief remarks on the recently announced retirement of 
the District Schools Superintendent, Dr. Cooper. ''Only 
once before in my life have I worked with someone with 
such integrity and honesty as Bill Cooper, and that was 
my father,'' Ms. McCarthy added, "and we are unhappy 
for us, but happy for Bill's wife on his retirement." Vice 
Chairman Gordon said, "We wish you the best. It has 
been a pleasure working with you." Dr. Cooper thanked 
the Committee members for their kind words, and as- 
sured them that they will have no shortage of exceptional 
candidates to succeed him: "It's a good opportunity, and 
this is a great job to have. We will see orderly change, and 
orderly change is a good thing." 

Mr. Fava reported that MCAS testing has been 
completed. He also informed the Committee that both the 
Chorus and the Band recently received silver medals in 
competition. Mr. Fava announced that Staff Appreciation 
Week will be observed from May 11 to 15. He also noted 
that repainting of the front office has been completed, and 
that only the cabinetry remains to be painted. 

The Committee unanimously approved the 
minutes of its last meeting on March 18, 2009. It heard 
from Terry Allen, representing the 5th grade parents, who 
sought Committee approval of two fundraising activities: 
a car wash, which would be conducted by the 5th grade 
students and supervised by the 5th grade parents, and the 
sale of reusable shopping bags. Ms. Allen told the Com-

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mittee that the Marion Fire Chief has agreed to allow the 
car wash to be staged at the Fire Station on Point Road.

died; acceptance is subject to the examination of the paint- 
ing and approval of it for display in the school by Mr. 
Fava. 

The Committee then considered the report of a 
transportation efficiency expert recently hired to exam- 
ine the Town's school bus routes and stops, with a view 
toward finding ways to save the Town money The report 
recommends the possible elimination of one of the seven 
bus routes now existing, further recommends that bus 
routes be lengthened, and that the number of bus stops be 
reduced. The expert also recommended that the Commit- 
tee utilize GPS systems in the future to monitor the effi- 
ciency of its bus routes and bus stops. The report showed 
that the average student load per bus is 40 students, with 
a bus capacity of 65 students, three to a seat. The average 
bus route length for elementary school in Marion is 21 
minutes, and the average bus route length for junior and 
senior high school students is 24 minutes. The average 
bus speed reported by the expert is 16 miles per hour. 

Ms. Isernio reported the results of the bus con- 
tract bidding process. There were two bidders for the 
new contract, Braga and First Student. The bids were for a 
three-year contract, with an option for a two-year exten- 
sion. Braga bid $368,010, and First Student bid $457,830, 
both for K through 12. First Student currently provides 
the bus service for Marion students. Ms. Isernio recom- 
mended that the Committee accept the Braga bid, which 
includes a fuel adjustment clause with an annual cap of

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$7,100. This bid would represent a $52,000 reduction 
from current bus costs, and if one of the seven routes is 
eliminated by the Committee, a total savings of $90,000. 
Ms. Isernio noted that the contract change date will be 
October 1 of each year during the three-year term. After 
discussion, the Committee approved the award of the 
contract to Braga. 

Ms. McCarthy then opened a discussion of cable- 
casting meetings of the Committee, and related the histo- 
ry of efforts to do so over the past four years, noting that 
the audio quality of the videotapes made in those previ- 
ous attempts was very poor, since the School is not wired 
for cable television broadcasts. Recent discussions have 
convinced the Committee to temporarily move its meet- 
ings to the Conference Room in the Marion Town House, 
which is wired for such cablecasts. Mr. Gordon noted 
that there are many benefits to wiring Sippican School at 
some point in the future. The Committee will coordinate 
its move with both ORCTV and the Town Administrator, 
and barring any difficulty, its May meeting will be held in 
the Town House. 

The Committee approved a list of damaged 
school property from 2007, 2008 and 2009 presented by 
Mr. Fava. The list now goes to the Marion Board of Se- 
lectmen for review, pursuant to state law. 

Ms. Isernio presented the school financial report 
through March 31, 2009, noting that "conservative spend- 
ing has continued to result in a positive bottom line.''

Mr. Gordon reported that the Building Commit- 
tee is examining a number of issues, including: a swipe 
card system for exterior door security; a swipe card sys- 
tem for cafeteria food service use; a window replacement 
project for those windows that were not replaced during 
the school's renovation in 2000; and energy audits and 
analyses for conservation.

The Board approved the minutes of its April 6, 
2009 meeting unanimously, and approved payment of an 
invoice from Field Engineering in the amount of $255.00, 
subject to Field Engineering providing the hours spent 
and hourly rate for that invoice. 

The Board then re-opened the Continued Public 
Hearing into the application of the Sardinha Family Trust 
for a Dunkin Donuts to be located at 450 Wareham Street.

included if this is approved by the Board/' Mr. O'Leary 
also noted that contributing to a fund for cleanup is not 
something that has been proffered by the applicant. 

Ms. Anthi Frangiadis, consulting architect for the 
Board, noted that the building as it is currently proposed 
is still a large, 48 foot by 48 foot square, and that she had 
hoped in the revised plans to see it moved closer to Ware- 
ham Street, and to become ''skinnier'' in its width facing 
Wareham Street. 

Mr. Haight presented the revised architectural 
elevations to the Board. The building's peak has been 
lowered, and the cupola removed and replaced with a 
widow's walk that will be 4 feet, 10 inches tall, and which 
will enclose air conditioning units on the roof of the build- 
ing. He also noted that the windows in the building have 
been heightened and narrowed, changing the appearance 
of the face of the building. 

The applicant may also seek an additional curb 
cut from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts onto 
Route 6, in which case it would extend the drive-thru lane 
proposed to directly enter Route 6, on the eastern side of 
the restaurant. Mr. O'Leary stressed that the applicant is 
presently only seeking Board approval of the original curb 
cut, and not an additional curb cut. Such approval would 
be sought after approval from the state of the second curb 
cut.

Barros of Wareham Road told the Board that he ''still has 
a concern with the added curb cut. I think it's a hazard." 
Mr. John Sweeney of Crapo Street said "I can visualize 
driving west on Route 6, slowing down, to decide which 
driveway to turn into to get to the coffee shop.

the Board through a line-by-line review of the proposed 
Fiscal Year 2010 Town budget. The Committee's analysis 
of the Town's Free Cash is as follows: Free Cash from 
previous operations, $708,146; tipping fees and sale of an 
easement, $250,000, for a total of Free Cash of $958,146. 
From this amount, the Committee proposed deducting 
$100,000 to cover a snow and ice overrun in Fiscal Year 
2009, and a one-time contribution to the Stabilization 
Fund of $250,000, leaving Free Cash available for Fiscal 
Year 2010 at $608,146. The Committee further proposed 
allocating that available Free Cash as follows: to the Oper- 
ating Budget, $480,996; to purchase a replacement 4-wheel 
drive police cruiser, $32,900; to refurbish a donated ve- 
hicle for use as a Fire Department brush-breaker, $29,451; 
and to contribute toward accrued benefits costs, $35,000, 
leaving a balance after Town Meeting of $29,799. 

Dr. Kemp said that the Committee wished to em- 
phasize that future budgets will be under ever-increasing 
pressures, and cited the following conditions: depart- 
ments have level-funded their operations for three years; 
reduced revenue from sales taxes, permits, etc. due to the 
economic downturn; increases in fixed expenses such as 
utilities, insurance and pensions; regional school budgets 
(Old Rochester Regional and Upper Cape Vocational) 
are not completely in the Town's control; and two years 
remain on union contracts with approximately three 
percent pay increases. The Committee's report to the 
Board put the situation the Town is facing in stark terms: 
"Some maintain that taxes are too high for the town and 
recommend a major decrease in the operating budget. . 
. . Schools represent the largest portion of the operating 
expense followed by Public Safety and Pension Expense. 
Our ability to generate revenue is dependent on State Aid, 
Local Receipts and Property Taxes. State Aid and Local 
Receipts are projected to be lower in FY 11 than in FY 10.

require layoffs and curtailing services. The taxpayers will 
be faced with decisions about what level of services they 
wish to maintain. Schools, public safety (fire and police), 
DPW services, and hours of operation for the town hall 
and library may all be impacted."

The seat just so hap- 
pened to be right beside me. It sat there without speak- 
ing a word, staring at me for a good thirty seconds. As I 
squirmed in my awkwardness, all I thought to say was, 
"It's not me you're here for." The Grim Reaper eventually 
turned its attention to Leah and led her out the doorway, 
relieving me from my uncomfortable state. It wasn't until 
later that I realized this; if the scenario had in fact been 
real. Death could have chosen whomever it pleased. 

By the end of the day approximately twenty-five 
students had been removed from their classrooms, faces 
painted like ghosts, and dressed in black cloaks. They

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speech reminding us that a mistake like the one her broth- 
er made could happen to anybody. To further prove this 
point, our guest speaker, Linda Chaves came to explain 
her experiences with underage drinking as a nurse and as 
a mother. She shared with us the painful story of her son, 
Charlie Chaves. On October 4*^ 2001, Charlie got into his 
car after drinking at a party at Plymouth State University 
It was the last time Charlie would ever do such a thing. 
Driving over one hundred miles per hour, he lost con- 
trol and crashed into two trees, pulling the roots of one 
of them straight out of the ground. Charlie died almost 
instantly. Though his crash occurred more than seven 
years ago, the heartache in his mother's voice could still 
be heard loud and clear. 

The assembly concluded with three of the senior 
participants reading their goodbye letters. Emma Lagreze 
went first. Her letter was dedicated to her best friend, 
Kendall Nelson, who was sitting in the row in front of 
me. As soon as Emma said the first two, sobbing words of 
"Dear Kendall,'' you could tell, by the look in Kendall's 
eyes, that her heart had dropped. Later, Matt Kaloplastos 
read a letter to his mother, who had received a message 
the night before from town police stating that her son was 
killed by a drunk driver and wouldn't be returning home. 
She then read the letter she wrote back to Matt a couple of 
minutes after being notified. While listening to the panic 
in her voice, I could not help but think about my own 
mother. I suddenly realized that during a death such as

'Tou're an acquired taste/' says Big Edie (Jessica 
Lange) to Little Edie (Drew Barrymore) in HBO's Grey Gardens. 
A lot of people have acquired that taste in the years since the 
first Grey Gardens (1975), a documentary by Albert and David 
Maysles about the Edies, who were related to Jacqueline 
Bouvier. Little Edie became something of a camp/ cult anti- 
celebrity, an eccentric still dreaming of stardom well into her 
fifties. She got stardom, all right. Grey Gardens, an odd and 
depressing portrait, eventually inspired a Broadway musical 
in 2006, and now it has become a docudrama that intersperses 
70s-era scenes familiar from the documentary with flashbacks 
to Big and Little Edie's younger days. 

It's safe to say that this is a game-changing 
performance by Drew Barrymore. She has certainly been 
appealing and entertaining in other roles, but her embodiment 
of Little Edie — especially if youVe seen the original — exists on 
a new level that goes beyond mimicry. Barrymore is Little Edie, 
only with an actress' sense of how Little Edie's life ties together. 
The younger, more eager Little Edie matches up perfectly with 
the older, restless one. Little Edie has personality and ambition; 
what she doesn't have is common sense. She gets involved with 
a married man, effectively ending her Hollywood dreams when 
her forbidding father (Ken Howard) finds out about the affair. 

Little Edie and Big Edie were blessed with an 
independent spirit but cursed to live in a time that offered no 
way to use it. In all its incarnations. Grey Gardens is about being 
trapped. Little Edie feels confined at home in the increasingly

dilapidated Grey Gardens 
with her mother. Big Edie's 
self-made prison is her own 
stubbornness — she won't sell 
or leave Grey Gardens even 
when feral cats and raccoons 
have the run of the place. 
It takes media attention to 
shame Jackie Onassis (Jeanne 
Tripplehorn) into paying for 
repairs and cleaning before 
the house gets condemned. 
Jackie, too, feels trapped: in 
this telling, she never really 
wanted to be a pubhc figure, 
and sighs that she would Ve 
traded places with Little Edie. 

Directed by Michael Sucsy (a first-timer) from a 
teleplay he wrote with filmmaker Patricia Rozema, Grey 
Gardens treats the Edies more gently than the Maysles did. In 
the Maysles film, the camera just stares at Little Edie's antics 
and her bickering with Big Edie; it's pretty much an unfeeling 
film. (The deluded Little Edie watches the footage in the new 
film and feels validated; Big Edie seems disgusted.) At the very 
end, Sucsy shows us Little Edie performing a cabaret number in 
New York, and it's highly ambiguous. Her audience is probably 
appreciating her ironically — they came to see the famous train 
wreck. Little Edie, though, is lost in her dream; irony isn't on her 
radar. All she knows is that people came out to see her sing and 
dance — she finally got what she always wanted. Grey Gardens 
is substantially less dispiriting than the original film, mainly 
because of the dead-on performances (let's not neglect Jessica 
Lange's tragic turn, shading from hope to disappointment to 
resignation) and the structure that treats these women not as a 
freak show for hipsters but as living, breathing people who have 
a lot more in common with us than we might like to admit.
